W ith them , in addition 
to many new varieties of eugar 
cane, they have brought memories 
of contacts w ith savage men and 
ravage nature from which tew ex­ 
peditions escape w ithout paying a 
grim tribute of hum an liver. 
Tribee or m an-eating headhunters 
.surrounded the expedition’s base 
cam p, located on the lower reaches 
of the Strickland River. Further in 
the Interior, tribe« of trce-d veiling 
pygmiee were encountered. At one 
tim e, black w ater fever presented a 
deadly menace. 
.Mountain peaks, 
hidden by clouds and fog, consu­ 
l t e d a peril inseparable from hy­ 
ing over uncharted ranges. 
A Fortunate Mistake

‘ 
I k e eelectlou of Papua as the 
destination of an expedition seeking 
new varieties of sugar cane la due 
to events which took place in re­ 
m ote antiquity. C enturies ago, the 
intrepid cuvigalors of Polynesia, 
braving the terrors of the Pacific 
and Indian Oceans in their sturdy 
proas, traded w ith the nations u 
A sia. 
From Papua, according to 
■historians, they took to the main­ 
land cuttings of w hat is now known 
us the “N oble' variety of sugar 
caua. 


Cutting a were planted and grown 
In India. By the Arabs, the cane 
was carried from India to Spain. 
Columbus took cuttings from Spain 
to Santo Domingo and founded the 
sugar growing industry la th at Is­ 
land. In the early 179ü’e, a French 
indigo planter living in Louisiana 
bought cane from the Spaniards of 
the W est Indies and planteo it la 
w hat has since become the busi­ 
ness district of New Orleans. His 
enterprise established the industry 
on the N orth A m erican continent. 
An Indispensable Food 
Since th at date, the production 
of cane sugar has shown a steady 
increase, year afte r year. Today 
the world produces over 15,000,000 
tons annually, and sugar occupies 
a position as an indispensable food, 
not alone for household uses, but 
as an elem ent in the m anufacture 
of hundreds of products required to 
m aintain health and m eet the de­ 
m ands of the appetite. Sugar is an 
essential ingredient of eoores of 
medicines and of an even g reater 


num ber of such eiery d ay articles 
of diet as breakfast cereals, pre­ 
served and canned fruits and vege­ 
tables, canned soups, and bottled 
beverages. 
The im portance of su g ar has 
m ade it the concern of the govern­ 
m ent, and since Papua is the orig­ 
inal home of a variety now being 
profitably cultivated in a broad oelt 
extending alm ost around the globe, 
the experts of the D epartm ent of 
A griculture believed it reasonable 
to assum e th at o th er varieties now 
1 grow ing on tue island would pos­ 
sess characteristics which would 
tend to prom ote the progress of the 
cane growing industry', both in our 
own Southern estates and in other 
countries from which we draw a 
large p art of our supplies. 


Into the Unknown 


The expedition landed a t Port 
Moresby, on the southern coast of 
Papua, in the la tte r p art of June, 
192$. “W hile establishing our base 
cam p," says Dr. B randes. “ we were 


aided by native carriers and guard­ 
ed by a troop of native ccnstabu 
lary, commanded by a white officer. 
.Most of the trips away from the 
base, however, were made by us 
alone, flying in our seaplane, and 
we had to depend entirely upon our 
own resources. 
In the course of 
these trip s w*j covered thousands 
of m iles of territo ry w here no 
white man has ever been before. 
“Aside trom the inhabitants of a 
few sm all settlem ents along the 
coast, all of the people we encoun­ 
tered were living under tbo condi­ 
tions of the N eolithic Age. T heir 
weapons aro stone clubs, spears, 
and bows and arrow s. T hey prac- 


unce they w ere overcome 
we were able to strike 
up a brisk trade In sugar 
cane. 


Gruesome Trophies 
“ On the side, we bar­ 
gained for more grue­ 
some trophies of our ad­ 
venture, in the shape of 
a

th e h e a d s , r e p u ls iv e 
enough under any circum ­ 
stances, is made still m ore horrible, 
by the m anner in which tbey are 
treated so as to assu re th eir pres­ 
ervation. The body of the victim 
Is first neatly severed at the waist.

Ordi­ 
narily, the pygm ies go entirely 
w ithout clothing, but during peri­ 
ods of w arfare they w ear a cuirass 
of woven rattan th at will turn any­ 
thing but a steel-nosed bullet. 
“ Prim itive as is the life led by 
these people,” says Dr. Brandes, 
“ th eir ideas of th e rig h t way to 
e n tertain friendly visitors are not 
very different trom o u r own. 
The 
banquet Is the leading feature of 
th e ir hospitality, but we carefully 
avoided attending any such affairs 
in o ur honor, for th e ir dishes did 
not exactly appeal to us. Snakes, 
wild doge, and crocodile steaks are 
regarded as the g reatest delicacies.”
